Have Increased Much Since 


Conflict Began.

Many Foreigners Who Formerly Sent 


Money Home Are Depositing 


it With Government. 


The European w ar is a great boon 
to the postal savings department, a c ­ 
cording to a bulletin issued 
by 
the 
postpffiee department at Washington 
and received here. Contrary to the be­ 
lief of many the conflict abroad has 
caused many new depositors to open 
accounts and an enormous sum of 
money formerly sent abroad is not 
left in this country. 
The bulletin received by the local 
postoifiee re a d s : 
“The war in Europe is proving a 
big boon to postal savings in this 
country. 
From the very day hostili­ 
ties opened across tiie seas postal- 
savings receipts began to increase by 
leap and bounds 
and 
withdrawals 
fell off. a result quite contrary to 
the predictions of nfanv well-inform­ 
ed persons who, in their imagination, 
saw line-, of feverish dejwisitors at 
lost-offiee pay windows anxious to 
again return their 
savings 
to 
the 
boot-leg and body-belt 
depositories 
whence they came before intrusted to 
Uncle Sam. 
But 
the 
forecasters 
failed to reckon on 
the 
absolute 
confidence of the American citizen, 
regardless of the flag that first met- 
iis eyes, in the ability and purpose 
of the Government to carry out its 
obligations, not only among the n a­ 
tions of the earth, but with the hum­ 
blest citizen of our land. 
“Two important results have fol­ 
lowed; 
thousands of people, largely 
of foreign birth, accustomed to send 
their savings abroad, are now p a t­ 
rons of our postal-savings system; 
and enormous sums ot actual cash 
lave been released for 
commercial 


u ses among our own people at a time 
when tin* need tor 
very 
available 
dollar is pressing. 
“The growth ol postal savings in 
the United States lias 
been 
steady 
and healthy and the sy tern l i a s filled 
an important gap between the tincan 
depository and the factory p a y m a s ­ 
ter. 
On July 1, when affairs were 
running smoothly here and 
abroad 
and 
the 
transmission 
of 
money 
across the Atlantic was safe and ex­ 
peditious. there was

positors. 
Since then over $10,000,- 
000 of deposits have been added and 
the number of depositors 
has

creased enormously.

cedented gain is the more striking 
when it is considered th at the net 
gain in the last three months is la r­ 
ger than the gain for the entire fiscal 
year 1014. 
Scores ol 
offices

done more postal-savings business 


since the war has been going on than 
was done by them during the pre­ 
vious existence of the service. 
The 


in c r e a s e s are confined to no special 
localities, hut have been felt in every 
nook and corner of the country. New 
York City alone made a gain in Sep­ 
tember of more than a million, while 
Brooklyn showed a relatively big in­ 
crease. 
Chicago reported a larger 
gain in the past three months than 
for the previous twelve months.

It cautions the state, how­ 
ever, concerning tlie water supply’. 
The report follows: 


B Y ST A T E BO ARD OF H E A L T H 


The location of the state farm, to 
which when all is ready shall be sent 
from all counties men heretofore sen­ 
tenced to jail, is located in Putnam 
County on the National Road about 
one-half mile west of Putnamville 
and a few miles south of Greencastle. 
Area about 1700 acres. 
It is part­ 
ly’ valley or bottom land, bordering a 
small stream called Deer Creek, and 
partly rough and rolling. 
The entire 
area is underlaid with Mitchell Lime­ 
stone. 
The soil in the bottoms is of 
the usual kind found in such places 
and the hill-ride and knoll-side is 


well washed and poor. 
The health of the people in this re­ 
gion lias been and is now as good as 
the average in the state. The average 
death rate is low, being 10.8 for the 
last ten years. 
The ground water 
supply cannot he recommended for 
the analysis of samples of water 
from several wells did not turn out 
satisfactory. 
A sample 
of 
water 
from one well on this tract showed 


pollution and is not potable. 
Deep 
wells are not a success in this part of 
Putnam county because the flow or 
amount of water secured is usually 
insufficient and it is usually heavily 
charged with mineral matter. 
This 
mineral matter is derived from the 
soluble lime stone and other mineral 
substances in the ground. 
Deep well 
water found <>n this tract of land is 
not desirable for drinking because it 
is so hard, and for the same reason 
is very undesirable tor bathing, for 
laundry and for .steam-making pur­ 
poses. 
Deer Creek running through 
the 
tract is a small tributary of 
Big 
Walnut Creek, which if filtered would 
ho excellent for all purposes. 
Deer 
Creek is about fifteen miles long from 
above Putnamville and has a drain­ 
age basin with an ¿verge width of 
four miles. This gives approximately 
a water shed of sixty miles. 
The 
water-shed ot* the upper part of Deer 
Creek is rolling with hilly sections. 
The lower part is hilly and rolling 
with bottom land varying from one- 
fourth to one mile in width. 
Out- 
cropings of lime stone frequently ap­ 
pear ill the galleys and ravines. 
The 
region presents many sink holes and 
small caves. 
When rain is heavy the 
water run-off is rapid, the stream 
frequently overflowing 
its 
banks. 
However, there seems to be sufficient 
soil absorption to keep 
a flow in 
dry season. 
In very* dry seasons the 
flow is nil in some places. 
It is cer­ 
tain that Deer Creek 
would 
give 
abundant supply of water for twenty- 
five hundred or three thousand people 
To use it as a course of supply one 
or perhaps two dams will la* neces­ 
sary for imponding 
against 
dry 
weather. 
This imponded water must 
he purified by an approved modern 
process.

AN OLD NORMAN CUSTOM. 


The "C ry Fo r Justice" Still Su rvive s 
In the Channel Islands. 
An interesting and unusual revival 
of an ancient Norman custom occurred 
at Guernsey not long ago when Daniel 
Sebire, jurat, justicier elect of Alder­ 
ney, whose election the royal court an­ 
nulled because be had been sentenced 
to a term of imprisonment some years 
ago, raised a clameur de haro, or a 
“cry for justice,” against a fresh elec­ 
tion by kneeling bareheaded at the en 
trance of the courthouse and exclaim­ 
ing: “ HaroI 
Haro! 
Haro, a 1’ aide, 
mon prince, on me fait tort!” 
(Help 
me, my prince! They do me wrong!) 
The clameur de haro, an ancient 
Norman custom, still survives in the 
Channel islands. 
The appellant must, 
on his knees and before witnesses 
raise the cry that acts as an injunc 
tion until the alleged tort or trespass 
has been passed on by the court. 
It 
the trespasser continues he is liable to 
arrest aud punishment 
Although the 
clameur Ls still legal in the Channel 
Islands, recourse to it is very rare, and 
there lias been no instance of it in Al 
demey for two centuries. 
It is, how 
ever, a very effective procedure. 
The derivation usually ascribed to 
the form of the plea is curious. 
“ Haro’ 
is said to be an abbreviation of “ Ha. 
Rollo!” a direct appeal to Kollo, the 
first Duke of Normandy, and the cry is 
thus traced back to the days when 
there were no courts and justice was 
personally meted out by princes. It is. 
however, more probable that “ haro” is 
simply an exclamation to attract at­ 
tention. 
A similar custom, applicable only in 
criminal cases, was the Saxon clamor 
violentiae, which existed at the time 
of the Norman invasion.—Youth's Com­ 
panion.

Guns at Liege and Antwerp are De­ 


scendants of Those First Used 


at Buena Vista and Gettysburg 


NVENT0 RS W ERE 
AM ERICAN S 


At the Same Time We Have Given 


World Best Protection Against 


Bullets, Armor Plate

New York, Nov. 4.—Whether they 
know it or not the European soldiers 
lighting the battles of the Kaiser, and 
the Czar, the President and the K in gs 
are using instruments of American 
invention, or, at least, arms which 
had their origin in tlie United States 
and which in some cases, have been 
improved abroad. 
Colt, Gatling, Hotchkiss, Winches­ 
ter and Maxim are names familiar to 
every school boy when applied to 
revolvers, rifles and even to quick- 
firing guns of larger calibre. 
These 
men, 
aroused 
to 
their 
inventive 
genius by the Mexican and Civil wars, 
perfected the art of killing men to a 
remarkable degree. 
The 
guns 
at 
Liege and Antwerp are the descend­ 
ants of those first used at Buena 
Vista and Gettysburg. 
Each one of these inventors work­ 
ed under conditions which might be 
■ \ 
called romantic. 
None of them was 
brutal enough to sit down and figure 
out a way to kill many human beings 
at once—which is precisely the re­ 
sult achieved hv the terrible engines 
of destruction today. 
I)r. Gatling, for example, had a 
noble purpose in mind when he de­ 
vised the rapid-firer which bears his 
name. It was during the Civil war. A 
regiment of worn outs starving sold­ 
iers 
was passing by. 
Gatling was 
moved to compassion. 
He 
thought 
that he could invent a gun 
wnicli 
would make many soldiers unnec­ 
essary by using one weapon to do 
the work of a hundred men. Ilis ma­ 
chine-gun was the result. 
It could 
fire 1200 shots a minute but the Unit­ 
ed States government was just 
as 
slow to adopt a new military inven­ 
tion in 1801 as it is today and G at­ 
ling’s invention was thrown into the 
discard. 
But General Benj. F. But­ 
ler bought twelve of them at his own 
expense and the successful use of 
them in 1862 persuaded the govern­ 
ment to adopt the invention. 
The Colt revolver had its origin on 
a sailing vessel which carried Samuel 
Colt, then twelve years old, to Cal­ 
cutta in 1826. Colt was bored to ex­ 
asperation by the voyage. 
To while 
the montony he started* whittling in 
true Yankee fashion and finally evol­ 
ved the rough pattern of a revolver. 
When he got back to the States he 
followed up the idea. 
He submitted 
it to the government ten years later. 
The authorities at Washington laugh­ 
ed at him ’til Gen. Zachary Taylor— 
like Butler in the Civil War—intro­ 
duced a thousand of the weapons for 
his cavalrymen, to he used in Mexico. 
Success followed and the Colt “gun” 
became famous in the world over. 
Hotchkiss was riding in a railroad 
train in 187 5 when the idea of 
the 
magazine rifle which bears his name 
came in his mind. 
Some years be­ 
fore he had devised the murderous 
Hotchkiss shells and a 
“ revolving 
cannon.” 
But the 
masterpiece 
he 
sketched in fifteen minutes on the 
margin of the newspaper he 
was 
carrying at the time. 
The value of 
that rifle was 
appreciated 
almost 
immediately for the governments of 
this country, France and England 
also adopted the weapon. 
Although strictly speaking not an 
inventor, Winchester had enough me­ 
chanical ability to see possibilities in 
a “ Volcanic” rifle which some un­ 
using Bay State genius evolved. Win­ 
chester founded the factory and cap­ 
italized the 
invention 
until 
today 
the Winchester rifle scarcely needs 
all the advertising which is given to 
it. 
Perhaps the most versatile of the 
Quintette of American firearms in­ 
vent or.s is Hiram Maxim, who is not 
to be confused with his brother Hud­ 
son another genius in the inventing 
of apparatus for the fine art of kil- 


ing. 
Hiram’s inventioness was given 
a bump in the right direction when lie 
was bowled over 
by 
an 
old-fash­ 
ioned muzzle-loading rifle. Like New 
ton, 
he 
profited 
by 
the 
blow 
and thought out a 
way 
to 
make 
use of the force. 
The Maxim-Nor- 
denfelt rapid-firing gun which makes 
the recoil serve as the power for re­ 
loading followed from his wonderful 
brain. 
He also invented the world 
famous cordite, a powerful smoke­ 
less powder. 
There are but a few of the great 
names in the history of 
American 
military and naval inventions. 
One 
could stretch the list indefinitely by 
adding the names of Whitehead, the 
torpedo designer; 
Ericcson, a nat­ 
uralized American who invented the 
Mositor; Hudson Maxim, an author­ 
ity on explosives and 
inventor 
of 
many different kinds; 
Holland, the 
father of the submarine boats which 
are now doing such extensive dam­ 
age in the North Sea, and many oth­ 
ers whose lives were spent in bring­ 
ing the arts of war to a high degree 
of perfection. 
Then, by that strange irony which 


seem s to be revealed in striking fash­ 
ion during the war-times, it can he 
proven that Americans have given to 
the world the best protection against 
the bullets and shells of other Ameri­ 
cans; 
the finest armor plate that is 
made anvwhere.
